| THE RUMOR. 
HOPES THAT fr MAY BE 80. 
Special Dispatch te The Trioune. 

Omama, Neb., Aug. 14.—The dispatch re- 
ccived from Helena, Mont., this morning, was 
deemed improbable, but it has since had some 
apparent confirmation at military headquarters 
here. There is no news of the junction of 
Terry’s and Crook’s forces. Crook left camp 
on the 5th, and Terry was te march on 


the 7th. Gen. Williams thinks, from 
the direction in which the Indians 
were marching, that it must have 


been Crook’s command that met and whipped 
them. Private dispatches have been received 
from J. W. Dean, Agency post-trader, that he 
got from Indian sources the news that Crook 
had met and defeated the Sioux. Dispatches 
from E. D. Townsend, commanding at Fort 
Laramie, stated that he had news from Spotted 
Tail Agency that Terry’s troous had met and 
whipped the Indians. 
INDIANS CONFIRM THE TABS. 

Omana, Neb., Aug. 14.—An official telegram 
from Fort Laramie to-day says that the report 
of Gen. Terry’s fight with Sifting Bull is con- 
firmed through Indians coming into Spotted 
Tail Agency. They report a heavy engagement, 
the defeat of the Indians with great loss, and 
Sitting Bull wounded. Heavy fires are seen 
from Fort Laramie to the eastward. It is feared 
the Indians have attacked the hay ranches on 
Mitchell’s bottoms, and burned the supply of 
hay. 0 

IN CHICAGO. 

Gen. Drum, hom a reporter saw last night, 
is disinclined to put much faith in these state- 
ments. The only dispatch received at Head- 
quarters yesterday was from Gen. Terry, to the 
effect that he would move up the Rosebud at 5 
o' clock on the evening of the 8th, instead of on 
the 7th, as he had calculated. Crook’s late 
dispatch located the Indians in the Rosebud 
mountains, and while it is possible that fighting 
has been reported through the Indian lines to 
Sully, yet the General doubts it, as Sully is 350 
miles from the scene, and there has been scarce- 
ly time for even the savages to transmit the 
news. Terry’s next dispatch is looked for from 
Bozeman, above his present position and nearer 
than Sully. 


| GEN. TERRY’S COLUMN. 

IT IS A WEARY WAY, AND CLOUDS PORTEND. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Aug. 14.—The following is a 
Pioneer-Press special from the Sioux expedition: 
Preparations are at last complete, and we 
march at daybreak to-morrow, the route being 
up the Rosebud, and the objective points the In- 
dians, wherever and whenever they may be 
found. Primarily we expect to effect 
a junction with Gen. Crook, but no 
deviation from the main object will be made 
for that purpose. Sickness is showing itself 
among the men, with a tendency to scurvy, and 
that which is to be done must be done soon. 
The weather is ä 

HOT BEYOND PRECEDENT. 
The mercury indicates to-day from 109 to 115 
in the shade, according to locality. Much ap- 
prehension is felt as to the effect of marching 
in such heat. Gen. Terry’s force, exclusive of 
the depot-guard, consists of 919 infantry, 574 
cavalry, forty artillery, and seventy-four Crow 
and Ute Indians. 
THE ORGANIZATION 

of the command is shown by the following ex- 
tract from General Orders: 


The troops in the field will be organized for the 
coming movement as follows: The battalion of 
the Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, and Twenty-second In- 
fantry will constitute a brigade, under the com- 
mand of Col. Gibbon, Seventh Infantry. The bat- 
talion of the Second Cavalry, the Seventh Cavalry, 
the battery of artillery, and the Indian scouts will 
report directly to the Department Commander. 


ONE OF THE MOST FORMIDABLE DIFFICULTIES 
to be anticipated on this march is the want of 
water and gruss. There has been no rain for 
many wecks, and the Rosebud contains but very 
little water at its mouth, and it is to be feared 
that the grass which has survived the drought 
has been burned by the Indians. The country

ARRIVAL OF REINFORCEMENTS—HARD TIMES IN 

THE BLACK HILLS--RASCALITIES PERPETRATED 

UPON THE CROW INDIANS—REORGANIZATION 

OF TEKRY’S FORCE—A FORWARD MOVEMENT. 

From Our Own Reporter. 

Caxr Rosznup, Mon., Aug. 5.—On Wednes- 
day the steamer Durfee arrived, bringing Col. 
Miles and six companies of the Fifth Infantry; 
and the steamer Josephine, with 80,000 rations, 
a small number of recruits, and sixty cavalry 
horses. These long - looked - ſor and much-needed 
reinforcements at once put the command in good 
spirits. Gen. Terry gave the preliminary orders 
for a forward move; and, yesterday and to-day, 
troops are crossing the river to the east bank. 

Among the passengers by the Durfee was a 
Montana miner named Zed H. Daniels, who has 
been prospecting in the 

BLACK-HILLS GOLD-DISTRICT 
for several weeks. Daniels says there are 6,000 
people in the Hills, of whom not over 500 are 
earning enough to supply their daily wants. It 
is only a question of time when the Govern- 
ment will be called upon to send provisions and 
transportation to the unfortunate and deluded 
to keep them from starving, 
and bring them back to civilization. There 
are fair-paying leads in the Deadwood and 
Whitewood Districts; but they will soon be ex- 
hausted. Ben Dexter and eighty Montana men 
left the Black Hills July 9for Bozeman. They 
had not heard of the Custer massacre, and knew 
nothing of the force of Indians occupying all 
the country which they must necessarily pass 
over.

The Indians bave already burned three 
houses in those valleys, and a few days ago 
leveled a carbine at a young man named 
of the Pinos Valley, ana he was only saved by 
the timely interference of his brother, who was 
well armed, and offered a stubborn and bold 
front. The band of Utes has long been 
threatening an outbreak, hav ordered the 
settiers out of the Animos Valley as early as 
last spring, and serious trouble is anticipated.

THE “‘STIFF’’ WHICH A SAP-HEADED KANUCK 
GAVE A Sr. PAUL REPORTER. 
Special Dispatch te The Tridune. 

Sr. Paul, Minn., Aug. 14.—The correspondent 
of the Dispatch, at Marquette, Mich., telegraphs: 
„On the trip from Duluth to this place I had the 
company of an agent of the Dminion Govern- 
ment who has been to Manitoba to collect in- 
formation for the Ottawa Cabinet upon the In- 
dian question. He told me that Sitting Bull, 
with fifty of his chief followers, on the 25th of 
July last, met 30,000 Canadian Indian warriors 
in council at Wichita Mountain, near the Sas- 
katchewan River. The council lasted for several 
days. Sitting Bull and others made impressive 
appeals to the Canadian warriors to join hm in 
a war against the Americans. Many will go to 
— him undoubtedly if he 3 the ficld much 
onger. The agent says that Sitting Bull’s war- 


riors 

THEN NUMBERBD 20.000; 
that he expected 20,000 more from the 4“ 
and that he told the 30,000 Canadian Indians 
that, if they would join him, he would be 
strong enough to drive the whites out from the 
country they had taken from the Indians; 
meaning, probably, the Siowx tribes and confed- 
erates. He also says: “Look out for the 
Chiefs Red Cloud and Spotted Tu, for, 
reported friendly, they were at the Wichita 
Council, aud made bloody ches.“ Notwith- 
standing his extraordinary statements, my in- 
formant claims that he is an agent of the 
Ottawa Government, and his report of the 
council, his estimate of numbers, etc., are 
CONFIRMED BY HIS DIARY (?) 
and papers which he exhibited. He also claims 
to have been present in the Indian camp at the 
time of the council, together with a Colonel 
from Fort Garry and eight of the Mounted Po-

OFFICE. 

On the 29th of May the Council concurred in a 
report of the Finance Committee, pledging a 
certain portion of the revenue of the city for 
liquidating certificates held in New York, and 
becoming due. Since the decision of Bill 300 it 
was utterly impossible for the city to perform 
that pledge. The holders of the certificates had

POLICE*COURT CLERK. 
OPINION OF THE LAW DEPARTMENT. 
The following was in the hands of Ald. Gil 
bert, but was not reached: 


Yours of the 12th inst., making certain inquiries 
of me as to the powers of the Clerk of the Police 
Court of the City of Chicago and Acting-Clerk for 
the South Division, was duly received. They in- 
volve answers to the following questions: 

1. Has the Police Clerk a right to appoint Clerks 
of the North and West Division Police Courts? 

2. is it necessary for the Police Clerk to create a 
vacancy before he can appoint; and, has he the 
power of removal under the existing laws and 
ordinances? 

In order to answer these questions intelligibly, a 
brief reference to the legislation upon the subject 
is necessary. By the act of i863 the Clerk of the 
Police Court was made an officer of the city, and it 
was provided that he should be elected by the peo- 
ple. By the act of 1863 it was provided that the 

‘ Police-Court Clerk should have power to ap- 
point deputies when, in the opinion of the Com- 
mon Council it might be necessary, in which case 
the deputies were to be nominated by the Police- 
Court Clerk, and contirmed by the Common Coun- 
cil, and the Council might prescribe the duties and 
fix the compensation of the deputies. 

In 1863 there was but one Police Court in the 
city, which was held in the South Division, but in 
1869 an act was passed giving to the Common 
Council power to provide fur the holding uf a Fo- 
lice Court in each Division of the city, and to pro- 
vide for the appointment of Deputy-Polive Clerks 
for the same. 

The Common Council in the exercise of this 
power established a Police Court in the North Di- 
vision by ordinance passed Oct. 14, 1808, and in 
the West Divisson by ordinance passed May 3, 
1800. By the former ordinance the Council pro- 
vided that the Police Clerk should nominate a 
Deputy for the North Division Police Court, and 
by the latter that a Deputy-Clerk of the West Di- 
vision Police Court should be elected by the Com- 
mon Council by ballot. 

iam of opinion that the act of 1865 placed the 
whole matter of the appointment of Deputy 
Clerks and the manner of their appointment with- 
in the power of the Common Council, so that the 
Counci! could provide for their election by ballot 
by the Council as was done by the ordinance of 

ay 4, 1869, in relation to the West Division 
Deputy, or permit the Clefk to nominate subject 
to the ao of the Conncil. 

Whether a Deputy shail be appointed only upon 
the nomination of the Clerk is a matter depending 
wholly on the will of the Council. If the Council 
approves sucha nomination the appointment le 
valid, but the Clerk has not, independently of the 
willof the Council, any vested legal rignt of 
nomination. 

As the general incorporation law of 1872, Chap. 
I., Sec. II, provides that all ordinances, resolu- 
tions, and by-laws in force in any city or town 
when it shal] organize under this art. shall continue 
in fall force and effect until repealed or amended. 
notwithstanding such change of — * 
ete., it foliows that the power of appointment of 
a Deputy Clerk for the North Division Police Coert 
remains with the Police Clerk, and that the power 
of appointment of a Deputy Clerk for the West 
Division Police Court is vested in the Common 
* 

ind, however, no provision for the removal of 
the Police-Court Clerk or any Deputy, although 
that may possibly be implied so far as the North 
Side Clerk is concerned: but he could not, of 
courte, Temove the Clerk of the West Division 
Police Court, as he is elected by the Common 
Council, I think that this anomalous condition of 
thingy should no longer exist, for the Police Clerks 
of the North and West Division have not neces- 
sarily enything whatever to do with the Police 
Clerk of the South Side. The Courts, as at present 
organized, are perfectly independent Courts. and 
the Clerks of those Courts should account to 
the city for their acts, and should give 
bonds for the faithful performance of their duties 
the same as other city officers, and should be re- 
movable from office the same as all other city offi- 
cers, This is the true intent and meaning of the 
present charter of oar city, as you will see by ref- 
erence to Sec. 74.

Vhy have we denied the divine right of Kings 
in Europe, to confirm it in America 

The Indian tribal system is a condensed con- 
glomeration of all that is worst in government; 
and to its preservation the Christianity of our 
land seems to be irredeemably pledged. 

Why should we feed Iudians, and thus bribe 
them to that idleness and insolence so natural 
to their character? Why should we stand be- 
tween them and the immutable, law of labor? 
The Creator requires every creature to work for 


a living: and how did He come to make an ex-

Chop up 
that old Bureau,—that hideous old rats’ nest,— 
and make a boniire of it. Never in let us 
hear of an Indian appropriation, or of any 
special Indian legislation. Turn these ople 
over to the States and Territories in which they 
are found, to be governed by the laws thereof. 
If they work, the laws will protect them from 
the depredations of the idle vagabonds of 
their own race, who now, by the laws eof com- 
munism, pray on the industrious. Let them 
take homesteads wherever there is vacant 
land, and secure their title by special 
guarantees such as we extend to minors. 
et them choose their own abodes, and, the 
more they separate and divide, the better; and 
they will divide and separate when no longer 
held together by United States legislation and 
United States bayonets. Without these they 
will mingle with tne people around them, and 
be lost to view in a couple of centuries. 

There is no prejudice against them, as against 
negroes. They intermarry with the whites, and 
would adopt their customs but for the absurd 
legislation which has set thein apart as lords of 
the soil,— 

A GRAND ARISTOCRACY 
to be maintained by the labor of others. An 
idle aristocracy always was a curse to any land; 
and we have had, and in fact still have, two or- 
ders. The slaveholder has not yet sunk iuto 
the ranks of the common herd who are to live 
by the sweat of their brows; and now we are in 
a terrible war to preserve our other order of 
nobiilty,— 

rn NOBLE RED MAN,” 
and maintain our right to feed and clothe him, 
whether be will or nv. We must be in Frrat 
straits for a master class to amuse us with dis- 
plays of pomp, when we have to fight so hard to 
secp them up to their part of the farce. 

To be sure the play of Hamlet” with Ham- 
let left out is rather tame; and bow would our 
bumanitarians display their magnanimity in 
feeding loafers if they had no loafers to feed? 
What would we do for a sensation in Washing- 
ton and New York if Red Cloud and his com- 
patriots should refuse to make their regular 
tour at Government expense, and gratify the 
working hinds of the East with a display of 
their taper fingers, war-paint, and eagle- 
feathers?! 

Again: what would become of the Indian 
Bureau without these occasional displays of In- 
dian insolence and magnificence?

who use the Indian as an excuse for robbing the 
Government; and every instinct of common 
sense and common justice demands that the 
cause be removed by conquering these savages 
now, and turning them over te the States and 
Territories in which they reside, to be gov- 
erned like other people. 

How to conquer them is another question; 
but the quickest and surest way is to organize 
and equip as fora panther-hunt. Enlist iront- 
iersmen, all Generals, and give thema bounty 
if the war is brought toa close in three or six 
months. Let them organize just as if the 
were going to destroy four-feoted beaste-ol- 
prey, and the less military parade ana ladies 
the better.

TUE FORTY-THIRD STREET SEWER—TUE OTHER 
SIDE.

Wili you permit another resident of Hyde Park to 
make a statement concerning the Forty-third street 
sewer in reply to and a refutation of that number 
of property-owners who complain in Tus SunNpDay 
TRIBUNE that the Stock- Yards and packing-houses 
want to vet an outlet for all the offaiand offensive 
matter Coustantly accumulating there through the 
Forty-third street sewer to Lake Michigan. I am 
a property-owner on and near Forty-third street, in 
liyde Park, between State street and the Grand 
Boulevard, have been a resident over eight years, 
and done business a longer time at tne Stock- Yards, 
aud have been an advocate for this sewer during the 
whole time, and am conversant with the public sen- 
timent between Thirty-ninth and Forty-seventh 
streets and State street aud Vincennes avenue, and 
assert thete never was a more unanimous sentiment 
in favor of a public improvement than there 
is here in regard to the construction of this indis- 
peusable necessity. It has never occurred to any 
one interested at the Stock-Yards or packing - 
houses that it would be necessary or _practicabie to 
get an outlet this way to the lake. 15 has never 
been talked of by any people except your inform- 
ants, whom we take to be constitutional grumblers 
and tax-fighters. During the whole time since the 
first move was made to shape matters for making 
this sewer there was never aword mentioned of 
anything west of State street. Beyond this is out 
of the jurisdiction of the natjouality of Hyde 
Park. Then, again, if this sewer should be con- 


' trnued west to Halsted street, on a level, it would 


come out On top of the ground. [Guess not. | 

Now be it remembered that there is no bet-, 
ter location for residence-property in the 
whole of Hyde Fark TJouuship than 
that which this sewer will redeem and render tena- 
ble and healthy. We know this is true from the 
fact that we have always been assessed higher than 
any Other property, consequently paid a larger pro- 
ortion Of taxes into the general fund and been 
eft out, or almost entirely oe, when appro- 

riations were made from the public treasury for 
mprovements of a publie nature. All our streets 
have been stoned, graded, turnpiked, ditched, etc., 
and paid for by special assessments on property 
immediately adjoining the improvements, includ- 


have already proven to have been made. Now, it 
is not that these people are uneasy about the Stock- 
Yards and/packing-houses filth coming this way to 
the lake, for it is simply an impossibility; but 
the email pittance of a proportion of a special 
tax levied jon perty bounded by the lake on 
the east, and Forty-seventh street on the south, 
and State Street to the west, with Thirty-nint 
street on the north, fully 950 acres, the cost would 
not exceed $60 per acre, and the benefits to high- 
ways would pay 25 per cent — [0 of its 
construction iu saving costs of repairs. he prop- 
erty will not be improved further than is now done 
ou account of sanitary considerations. With this 
sewer finished, there will be block after block of 
fine residences built that would be an advantage to 
the town as well as City of Chicago. With this 
main artery, lateral drains would complete sewer- 
age for every foot of the limits mentioned. There 
are some drains, or temporary wooden sewers, al- 
ready built east of Vincennes avenue, which we 
have already paid a special tax to assist in building. 
That has been of great benefit to that portion of 
the town which is near a mile from us. 

Now, we more than suspect that it is not the 
Stock- Yards or packing- houses consideration that 
causes your Correspondent such great concern and 
aiarm, as the fact that they have the whole benent 
of their and our special tax applied to drain their 
special locality, and, not being very largely of a 
public spirit, they would like to douge the paltry 
pittance of a tax to assist the building of the For- 
ty-third street sewer, from State street to Lake 
Mich.gan, which would render eligible for build- 
ing purposes the whole of Hyde Park in the terri- 
tory described.

OBSERVATIONS. 

A sufficient reply to all the foregoing is that 
the people to be taxed to build the sewer can- 
not ajlord ta pay $50,000 at this time for the 
proposed improvement. Times are too hard, 
and money too scarce, and the property to be 
assessed too unsalable, to justify so large an ad- 
ditional burden. The Park Commissioners 
offer to sell their 3-foot sewer from the Grand 
Boulevard to the lake for $7,000, and perhaps 
would take $5,000. A few thonsand dollars 
will extend that sewer from State street, and 
furnish ample drainage for a number of years 
until the times get better, money plenty, and 
property in Hyde Park more salable. 

The assessment, if spread equally upon the 
estimated 950 acres between Thirty-ninth and 
Forty-seventh streets, would largely exceed $60 
per acre, as that rate of taxation would only 
yield ,000, whereas $30,000 is demanded by 
the tax-caters, which would be more than 884 
peracre. Butit will be diflicult to convince 
those owning yd on Thirty-ninth or Fortieth 
street that they should contribute $54 per acre 
for a sewer on Forty-third street for the drain- 
age of the wet lands west of the boulevard, and 
it will be equally difficult to convince those 
owning lots on Forty-seventh or Forty-sixth 
street that they should be taxed $84 for any 
such purpose. The fact is, the assessment will 
be a crushing one on a great deal of the prop- 
erty, and will be resisted to the bitter end in 
the courts.

SILVER.

Is it not a blot on na- 
tional honor that, after contracting debts and 
paying them either in gold or silver as it pleased 
the debtor for a period of eighty years, 
Congress should take away the privilege 
of paying in silver, and that without so much 
of debate as would be given to the question of 
locating a post-oflice at some country cross- 
roads? Suppose in the next five years the yield 
of gold should exceed the present yield as much 
as the yield of 48 and *49 was increased by the 
discovery of gold in California, would Congress 
have the right to say you shall no more pay gold 
but shall pay platinum or diamonds? As much 
right surely as it bad to demonetize silver. The 
legislation in this matter has been class legisla- 
tion.

PARK AVENUB. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, Aug. 14.—In answer to a query in 
Tus Trisune of Sunday last, asking by what 
right the South Park Commissioners could as- 
sume the control or maintenance of Park 
avenue, I wish to state that the Commission 
can legally receive all lands or roads donated 
to them, and have perfect authority to connect 
the parks now existing by drive ways, if the 
said drive ways be first donated to them, but 
under no other conditions. 

On inguiry at the office of the South Park 
Commission, I find that the subject of connect- 
ing the parks by this street has never been con- 
sidered by the Board of Commissioners, nor 
can they consider it until the property has been 
offered to them. 

Suggestions have, however, been made by 
property-owners that it would be a great im- 
provement and benefit to have the parks so con- 
nected. It has also been suggested that the Com- 
missioncrs should take Michigan avenue from 
Thirty-ninth street, or city — Tae Lake street, 
plant two rows of trees the whole length, re- 
macadamize the grade, and thus make the long- 
wished-for grand drive to the parks. Should 
this be done, it would at once enlist the atten- 
tion and patronage of the public. There is now 
no proper connection between the parks and the 
South-Side residences. Prominent authorities 
have stated that 323 along the avenue 
would advance 8100 per foot as soon as the im- 
provement was completed. 

Furthermore, it been suggested that the 
lake k from Van Buren street to Park Row 
should be deeded to the Park Commissioners. 
If so deeded, no power could then sell or other- 
wise dispose of it, but it would be sacredly kept 
as a park for the people for all time to come. 
This would settle forever the title to the land, 
and, while it insured to the city a beautiful and 
improving park, would give the Coinmissioners 
a chance to spend a little of their income on the 
Lake Park. It is well understood that these 
suggestions have been earnestly made, but as 
the Commissioners cannot take any land orroad 
unless as a gift, it will perhaps be some time 
before any of them are accomplished, A. B.

A Severe but Just Criticism of Insolence 
and Sophistry. 


* Zo the Editor af The Tridune. 

Cuicaao, Aug. 14.—The Nation newspaper is 
2 feeble imitation of the London Spectator. 
In its form, in the arrangement of its para- 
graphs and more elaborate essays, in the selec- 
tion of its topics, and in the mode of discussing 
then, it follows its model with almost amusing 
fidelity. It has also, in the main, shown a good 
deal of the independence and moral tone of its 
London prototype, while falling far behind it in 
intellectual power and general scholarship. ‘The 
columns of the Spectator are evidently supplied 
from the brains of a corps of accomplished 
thinkers and workers, while the editorials of 
the Nation are as evidently the work chiefly of 
one pen. Still, that pen has been wielded’ by 
an able hand, and the country is much indebted 
to the Nation for the brave effort it has made in 
behalf of independence, integrity, and decency, 
iu journalism, The contrast between its geher- 
ally-decorous pages and those of most American 
journals, is in the highest degree refreshing. 

While the Nation is undoubtedly entitled to 
this degree of praise, and perbaps to more, the 
mode in which it is now discussing the question 
of remoneti zing silver is as discreditable to its 
manners as it is to its intelligence. In its issue 


.of Aug. 10 there is an elaborate editorial pre- 


fixed ng title, The Proposed Silver Swin- 
die.” The style of the article is in keeping 
— the title, and the argument is simply 
puerile. 

Forgetting the fact that the restoration of the 
silver dollar as a legal-tender is demanded 
chiefly by persons who have always advocated a 
return to a specic-basis and the payment of our 
bonds in coin, and demanded by them as an 
honest and practicable mode of accomplishing 
this end without injury to the country, it false! y 
assumes that the cry comes mainly 
from that class which has op- 
posed any attempt at resumption, 
and has favored the perpetuation of the green- 
back and the making it our only legul-tender. 
The Nation assumes that the persons who de- 
mand the remonetization of silver, and the pay- 
ment of our bonds in coin which was a legal- 
tender when the bonds were issued, are the 
same persons who demand that all coin shall 
be demonetized, and the bonds paid in paper. 

The following paragraph is from the article 
above referred to,—a paragraph as to which it is 
hard to say whether we should most admire its 
decorum or its truthfulness: 

In fact, —we cannotavoid the conclusion, —as soon 
as a species of colin presented itself with which they 
could cheat as effectually as with paper, tacy 
1 pe the paper and became hard-money men. 
We do not say that every silver-resumptionist is a 
kpave or inilationist, but we are quite sure there 


is no knave or inflationist in the country who is not, 


a silver-resumptionist. 

This will do as a specimen of the decency of 
the article. What follows is a specimen boih of 
its decency and its argument: 

To the great army of rascals who love whatever 
is tortuous and tricky, who enjoy keenly all 

2 which is not punishable by the Courts, and 
with whom there is no use in arguing on the mor- 
ality of a transaction after they have discovered 
that there is money in it,“ we here have nothing 
to say. But it is fair to ask such promoters of Sil 
ver resuinption as Tux Cuicaco Trisune aud Cin- 
cinnati Commercial whether they really believe 
that honesty is merely a question of words; and 
that, as long asthe name of an act ig unchanged, 
its nature and results are of no consequence. They 
scem to suppose that, if a man promises to pay u 
debt in coin, for instance, it makes no 
difference what change in value the coin 
has undergone in tie interval between the 
promise and the payment, -a piece of moral obfus- 
cation which flows, we cannot help thinking, from 
the fact thet, in the currency-discussions of the 
last ten years, we have become used to payment 
in coin as a eynonym for honesty. 

If this was intended as argument, its shallow- 
ness is amusing. Tus Cuicaco Trisunz and 
Cincinnati Commercial undoubtedly do *‘sup- 

* that, when @ person promises to pay a 
debt in “coin” which, at the time of making 
the promise, has a fixed legai value, “ it makes 
no differeuce,’’ as to the mofal or legal charac- 
ter of his obligation, what changes in value the 
coin has undergone in the interval betwetn the 
promise and the payment,“ so long as those 
changes are the result of the policy of foreign 
nations or of merely natural causes, like tue 
increase or decrease of the product of the 
mines, and are wol the result of a 
debasement of the coinage by domestic lezisla- 
tion. Not only do THe Cuicaco Tusk and 
Cincinnati Commercial suppose this, but no 
writer upon law or morals has ever, until now, 
supposed anything cise. These changes in the 
purchasing power oi gold and silver, wlicther in 
consequence of the increased production of the 
mines, or of the policy of foreign nations, are 
chances which lenders and borrowers, venders 
and purchasers, must take alike; and that Gov- 
ernment would be Simply intolerable which 
should attempt, at the end of every three, five, 
or ten years, to overturn contracts by enacting 
that the man who gave his note tor 8100 three 
years ago should now pay $110, because both 
gold and silver, owing to increased production 
or the action of other countries, had lost 10 per 
cent of their purchasing power. How long 
would it take forthe Supreme Court of the 
United States to pronounce such a statute in- 
falid? Would they even hear argument upon 
such a question? 

Suppose, in donsequence of the discovery of 
new, and the increased productions of old mines, 
the quantity of both gold and silver in the 
world had doubled within the last five years, 
and the purchasing power of the precious 
metals in relation to other commodities had 
been reduced one-half,—would the sapient 
editor of the Jation contend that Government 
could or should, in such a contingency, enact a 
law requiring every debtor to pay $200 for 
every 8100 that he owed five years before? And 

et the editor commits the almost inconceivabic 

olly of saying that Tun CHICAGO Trisuye and 
the Cincinnati Commercial are guilty of moral 
obfuscation”? because, in an analogous case, 
they take the position that the Government has 
no right to require the debtor to pay in any 
different coin from that which his contract de- 
mands,—the coin not having been debased by 
domestic legislation. 

The Nation also says that, even if the demon- 
etizing act of 1873 had never been passed, and 
silver was still a legal-tender, its use in payment 
of government bonds would be a very question- 
able transaction, because it would disappoint 
the just and reasonable expectations of its cred- 
itors.“ What wretched nonsense this is! Asif 
a creditor had a right to entertain any “ expec- 
tations ’’ except that the debtor will fulfill the 
obligations imposed by the terms of his con- 
tract! As H a Government must change the 
value of its coinage to meet the expectations 
of its creditors! 

What has the Government to do but to per- 
form its contract? Isit to take a vote of its 
creditors to determine their expectations 
What a role a Court of law would be playing 
which, instead of giving judgment according 
to the terms of the written contract, 
should call in the ereditor, and give judgment 
according to his expectations.“ If the bond- 
holders think they are entitled to a bounty, let 
them say 80; but let them not demand it asa 
part of their bond. 

A want of space forbids me to go through the 
remainder of this discreditable editorial. It 
consists throughout of the same tissue of fol- 
lies and fallacies, with a plentiful sprinkling of 
abusive epithets. As to the last, it will not be 
amiss to remind the editor of the Nation that, 
inasmuch as the only class of persons in the 
country that has any interest age nst the restor- 
ation of the silver dollar is the creditor class 
and the bondholders, and inasmuch as the hon- 
esty of that measure is too apparent to admit 
of dispute, it will be much easier for the people 
to believe that ‘he editor of the Nation 
has been “influenced” to write his silly 
diatribes than that those who favor the restora- 
tion of silver as a legal-tender—embracing such 
names as Thurlow Weed and Gov. Dix—are 
either knaves or fools. 

If hard names must be called, they should be 
applied intelligently. Those who favor the 
restoration of silver claim that as the Govern- 
ment, when the bonds were issued, had, under 
the law as jt then stood, the riglit to pay either 
in gold or silver, it may do so now. The bond- 
holders say they have the right to elect in which 
of the two coins they shall receive payment. The 
people offer to perform according to their 
contract. The bondholders are not willing to 
abide by the contract. If dishonesty is to be 
— to either side, to which side can it most 
justly be imputed?! 

On the —— question, the country, outside 
of New England and New York, will be a unit 
when the subject is understood. It will be wise 
for the bondholders to demand nothing beyond 
what is “nominated in the bond.“ The Sby- 
lock illustration is something threadbare, but it 
is pregnant and in point. The bondholders may 
learn @ timely lesson, either from the teachings 
of the great dramatist, or the sterner admoni- 
tions of history. C. B. L.

President Grant yesterday improved an 
excellent opportunity to read the Democratic 
House a much-needed lesson upon economy 
and common-sense. The River and Harbor 
bill—a measure which was crammed full of 
private jobs and appropriations for objects 
not in any sense of a national character— 
was the occasion of the President's homily, 
which does credit to his good sense and 
firmness. While affixing his signature to 
the bill, he took care to explain that he 
would have vetoed the bill if its provisions 
appropriating money had been mandatory as 
to its expenditure for the purposes desig- 
nated; but it happens, fortunately, that the 
President can do as he likes about the money 
appropriated, and he notifies the House that 
he shall forbid any outlay not necessary for 
the proper preservation of work in an un- 
finished state, and shall quietly squelch all 
the little jobs smuggled into the bill. The 
Democrats were disposed to resent this sharp 
reminder of their delinquencies, and only 
Hotman, of Indiana, had the candor to ad- 
— the justness and correctness of the 

t's position. 


The House Committee yesterday took no 
action on the Post-Office and Post-Roads 
bill, which was referred to that Committee 
on Saturday as it came back from the Senate 
loaded down with extravagant appropri- 
ations for fast-mail service over many 
routes and a restoration of the 
franking dead-head privilege. The Sen- 
ators calculated that the House would 
vote the former forthe sake of the 
latter, and so loaded down the bill. We 
hope the Committee may not report the bill, 
but let it die. It was conceived in sin. The 
dead-head privilege is an infa- 
mous swindle on the people for the benefit 
of Congressional demagogues. Dawes’ rea- 
sons for voting to restore the swindle were 
false ones. Thereal ones were concealed, 
chief among which was his desire to make 
the mails carry his frothy, valueless ha- 
rangues free of cost to the author of the 
trash. He says the press is hostile to the 
Congressional franking privilege. Editors 
have to prepay postage on every sheet they 
send through the mail; why should not 
demagogues also pay postage for transmit- 
ting their speeches ? 


TILDEN’S CONFESSION. 

In February, 1876, the St. Louis, Alton & 
Terre Haute Railroad Company instituted 
suit against Sam-J. TD and three others 
for the recovery of certain bonds and stocks, 
claimed by that Company to have been with- 
held unlawfully by said Tmpzn. Mr. II- 
pEN obtained until the Ist of August, 1876, 
to answer the bill and has just made answer. 
The answer places Mr. TDWw in a more 
questionable position than before. Pending 
his answer to the bill he was entitled to the 
presumption that he had a legal and an hon- 
orable defense. His answer confesses that 
he has neither, and that he can only claim 
an acquittal on the ground that the Railroad 
Company as now organized has no legal in- 
terest in the property of the old Company, 
which has long since ceased to exist. 

The facts are few and simple. The Com- 
pany which operated the road in Indiana and 
Illinois, under charters from both States, 
became hopelessly in debt. Its creditors 
were the first and second mortgage holders, 
the stockholders, and various others. TILDEN 
was a stockholder. The first and second 
mortgage holders and some of the 
stockholders signed an agreement that 
Tuo and two others should be a 
Purchasing Committee to purchase the road 
and reorganize the Company. Toxx and 
his associates purchased the road and organ- 
ized a new Company, and sold the road to this 
Company. The Purchasing Committee, hav- 
ing fall power over the property, executed 
two deeds of trust to secure the first and sec- 
ond mortgages. In the manipulation of the 
business the complainants allege that, in ad- 
dition to his fees and allowances for legal 
services, Mr. TD] and the Purchasing 
Committee have failed to account for funds 
tothe amount of $284,000, preferred stock 
worth $130,000, and common stock worth 
$360,000. They also allege that TLD and 
his friends held and retained control in the 
new Company until June, 1875; that the new 
Directory then investigated the business, and 
for the first time this appropriation of the 

of the Company was discovered, 
and suit for its recoyery was soon after insti- 
tuted. 

Now, what is Mr. Trtpzn’s answer to these 
charges? Does he deny the possession and 
appropriation of the property as charged? 
Certainly not. His defense is: 

1. That the Purchasing Committee acted 
for those creditors and stockholders who had 
signed the agreement, and not for the inter- 
est of inferior creditors acd stockholders who 
had not signed it. 

2. That the members of the Purchasing 
Committee did not act as trustees; that 
they made the purchase personally, in their 
own name, and not as agents for any per- 
sons. 

38. That under the law of Illinois they 
were authorized to issue stock to any 


* 


amount they might deem necessary, not ex- 


to be recovered were delivered to them as 
part of the consideration, and were received 
by them as their personal property. 

7. That they held nothing in trust, and 
have violated none. That, having pur- 
chased the road, the property of one Com- 
pany, and received therefor the bonds and 
stocks of the Company to which they sold 
the road, they, as individuals acting for 
themselves, were entitled to keep whatever 
surpius there remained. 

8. That the present Company was not 
organized at the time, nor was it a party to 
these transactions, and has no right or claim 
upon TDRx, and cannot maintain any ac- 
tion in this matter. 

This is the confession of a Credit Mobilier 
dating back to 1861-602. Tiupen anda few 
associates were stockholders in an embar- 
rassed Company ; they purchased the road, 
and then, having organized as a Company, 
sold it to themselves as a Company, obtain- 
ing therefor a surplus of bonds and stocks 
which they pocketed. No wonder that a few 
years later, when Oakes Ames wanted to or- 
ganize the Credit Mobilier in the Union Pa- 
cific, he was advised by Mr. To how to 
do it successfully. 

We submit that a candidate who thus in 
writing confesses that he induced the own- 
ers of a railroad to place it in his hands that 
it might be reorganized, and who, without 
advancing a dollar of money, technically 
purchased the road of one Company and 
sold it to a new Company, and who so 
manipulated the proceedings as to exclude 
debts due to honest creditors, and who 
pocketed $750,000 of the bonds and stock, 
for which he gave no consideration, is not a 
man of the character fitted to be President 
of the United States. The unsavory charac- 
ter of the transaction is aggravated by the 
interposition of a plea that the Company 
now claiming a return of the abstracted 
bonds is not technically the Company which 
was defrauded, and is not, therefore, en- 
titled to demand the restoration. 

As this transaction in railroad jobbery is 
but one of a series of like kind, it establishes 
the fact that Mr. Trupzn is professionally a 
railroad-wrecker,—a spoiler who takes pos- 
session of embarrassed railroad corporations 
on shares; who ejects the stockholders and a 
large portion of the creditors; and, after 
taking a large share of what is left, hands 
over the remnants to his confederates. In 
this way and in this kind of business he has, 
during the last twenty years, accumulated a 
fortune of several millions of dollars, which 
he now employs to corrupt the politics of the 
country and promote his own election to the 
Presidency. Shall such a man be selected by 
the American people for the office of Presi- 
dent of the United States? Shall the second 
centennial of the Republic be marked by the 
election of a manof such character to the 
Presidency ? 

TWO DEMOCRATIC SAURIANS. 

Two of the original Egyptians of the 
Saurian period have turned up in Southern 
Illinois. One of them is the editor of the 
Free Press, a ID and HenpRIcks paper 
printed at Mount Vernon, Jefferson County. 
A few days ago he happened to pick upa 
copy of WessTrn’s Unabridged, and, spelling 
his way through the appendix of the volume, 
in the part devoted to the names of noted 
fictitious persons and places he stumbled 
upon the following paragraph: 


Earrr. -A cant pular designation of the 
southern portion of the State of IIlinois, —being a 
figurative allusion to the thick darkness” in 
which ancient Egypt was involved for three days, 
in the time of Moszs. The inhabitants of South- 
ern Illinois have had the general reputation of be- 
ing extremely ignorant. 


Turning back to the beginning of the 
vocabulary to see who was responsible for 
this slander upon Egypt, he was delighted to 
find the name of WIEN A. WHEELER. 
Here was his long-sought opportunity to 
make political capital in Egypt. What 
could be a better target for his blunderbuss 
than the Republican candidate for the Vice- 
Presidency blackening the character of all 
the Egyptians? So he sat him down with 
fire in his eye and fury in his pen, and he 
wrote a savage onslaught upon the Republic- 
an candidate, the spirit of which may be 
inferred from the following choice extract : 


Can we, as Egyptians,”’ who have a right to 
make some pretentions to intelligence, allow such 
an insult as the above to G0 by unresented? Most 
certainly not. Inthe publication of that cursory 
sentence, WHEELER has done Southern Illinois an 
injustice that she will never overcome. Thousands 
and thousands of dollars have been lost from the 
coffers by that misrepresentation. He has given 
us a name all over the world that disgusts us all to 
hear. He has driven from this fertile spot of 
Southern Illinois thousands of honest laboring men 
more respectable than he. Many a forest and 
prairie which now lies idle would have been at this 
time over-laded with arich harvest, had it not been 
for this groveling, who is too contemptible in the 
eyes of the people of Southern Illinois to receive a 
decent recognition. From Maine to California, 
„Egypt“ is known by every ome. In everybody's 
mouth is unjust condemnation for her industry. 
That word is world-wide, and ages will not wipe 
the stain from our skirts. 4 


But the editor of the Free Press was not 
the only ignoramus. The editor of the Cairo 
Bulletin reproduced the article, and accom- 
panied it with a savage demand for ven- 
geance against the Republican libeler. Other 
Democratic editors have taken up the slan- 
der, and are sounding the slogan. WuxxLIR 
is scarified at every cross-roads from Spring- 
field to Cairo, and Wezstrr’s Unabridged has 
been placed on the Index Expurgatorius. 
Vigilance Committees are forming to lynch 
dictionary agents, and every Democratic 
family that possesses a ‘‘ Wensten Un- 
abridged is expected to kindle the fire with 
it. All Democratic Egypt is up in arms 
against their Republican traducer, and the 
slandering lexicographer’s publisher who al- 
lowed the Republican candidate for Vice- 
President to vilify them. 

A little learning is a dangerous thing, and 
it is especially dangerous for an Egyptian 
editor with little learning to attempt to com- 
prehend the dictionary. The Wizuram A. 
WHEELER who wrote the aforesaid vocabu- 
lary is not the Republican candidate for the 
Vice-Presidency, but Prof. WII A. 
Wues.er, of Boston, the philologist. The 
Republican Wuerter is guiltless of the 
Egyptian slander. The editor of the Free 
Presa, and the other Democratic editors who 
have been betrayed by their ignorance, have 
been making asses of themselves. They 
have fired their blunderbusses at a man of 
Straw. They have been on the rampage in 
vain. . 

There are three reasons why Southern II- 
linois has been called Egypt. First, because 
it is the most fruitful part of the State. It 
has shorter winters and longer summers than 
Northern Illinois. Its soil yields rich crops 
of fruits and vegetables. Its broad acres 
furnish abundance of corn. It teems with 
milk and honey. Itis a veritable land of 
promise, and so from its glorious fertility it 
came to be called Egypt. Second, when 
the Republican party was formed, this 
section was facetiously called Egypt, 


President as a suspicious circumstance, 

he accordingly suspended Bascoox’s func- 
tions as private secretary.

That Ponrzn would be very 
likely to know of Basoocx’s connection with 
the Black Friday conspiracy if the latter were 
connected with it, and would be very likely 
to be in it himself if Bascock was, is pre- 
sumptively true. But we do not see that Pon- 
Tzn’s testimony has shaken Witson’s in the 
slightest degree. 

Various absurd charges have been brought 
against WILsox by the familiars of the Whis- 
ky Ring; among others, that he has been put 
forward by ex-Secretary Bristow to tell 
things that he (Bristow) could not tell 
without violating the confidences of 
his position as a member of the 
Cabinet; that he has come forward as a swift 
witness to volunteer testimony damaging to 
the President; that he has borne false wit- 
ness against the President, etc., etc. The 
implication of all this stuff is that after W- 
SON Was summoned as a witness he ought to 
have fled to Canada to ayoid testifying, or 
that, having answered the subpoena of the 
House, he ought to have refused to testify 
and gone to jail. Wedo not perceive why 
he should have taken either course, unless 
he were guilty of some disgraceful act hyn- 
self. The fact that he appeared at the 
proper time and gave his testimony with- 
out hesitation is very much in his favor, 
showing at all events that he was confident 
that the truth could not hurt him. He has 
borne himself throughout the whole affair, and 
throughout his administration of the office 
of Solicitor of the Treasury, as a courageous 
and faithful public officer and citizen, anda truly 
self-poised character, to whom the jeers and 
rage of the rascals and blackguards he has 
helped to expose are perfectly indifferent. 
The insinuation that such a man is the stool- 
pigeon of Gen. Bristow is unworthy of a 
moment’s thought, and is as unjust to Buts- 
tow as to Wiisonw. As far as the President 
is concerned, he has not given the public any 
reason to suppose that he considers any 
statement of Wuiison’s damaging to himself, 
still less that any such statements are false. 

THE WAGNER FESTIVAL. 

The quiet little mountain town of Bai- 
reuth, hitherto unknown to fame, has sud- 
denly become the focus of the eyes of the 
whole musical world, and for two or three 
weeks to come will occupy a prominent 
place m the news intelligence and criticisms 
of the day. Ricuarp Waanzr, whose whole 
life has been a battle with fate and fortune, 
is presenting to a jury composed of the most 
prominent representatives of art, literature, 
and music in all Europe the crowning work 
of his life. He is how an old man, and it is 
not within the possibilities of things that he 
can extend the field of his composition. The 
success or failure of the Nibelungen Trilogy, 
therefore, must seal the work of his life. 
From the day that he first set foot in Paris, 
with his whole wealth comprised in the 
score of ‘‘ Rienzi,” without money in his 
pocket or friends to assist kim, down to the 
present time, his life Mas been a continual 
warfare. No man er had bitterer or 
more implacable enemies. He set ont 
in his musical career with certain ideas 
which have been gradually developed 
through ‘‘ Rienzi,” Der Fliegende Hol- 
lander,” Lohengrin, Tannhauser, The 
Meistersaenger,” Tristan und Isolde,” and 
are now brought out in their completeness in 
the Trilogy. What those ideas are we need 
not now rehearse. The peculiar conception 
of the predominance of the dramatic over 
the lyric, and the manner in which he gives 
emotional expression to music, must be famil- 
iar to all readers who know anything of mu- 
sical progress. The interest of the Baireuth 
festival now centres in its success or failure, 
because it involves the personal work of 
Wacner. If it succeeds, if he makes an im- 
pression upon this jury of the troth and fit- 
ness of his ideas, his music will no longer be 
what he himself has termed it, The music 
of the future.” It will be the music of the 
present, and his reward will come in seeing 
its acceptance. If it fails, his life-work will 
be lost, and he will go to his grave a disap- 
pointed man. 

If energy, industry, perseverance, and 
courage merit success, then certainly Rion- 
arp WAGNER deserves it, and those who ad- 
mire these qualities will rejoice if he earns it. 
For years he fought the world single-handed 
and made a gallant battle against 
poverty, disappointments, sneers, intrigues, 
and ingratitude. As the years went on, 
however, a few friends rallied about him, 
and, as they came to know the man and to 
study and appreciate his ideas, they soon 
became proselytes. Liszt in Germany, Hvzr- 
Fez in England, and Turopore Tuomas in 
this country, have done a great work in 
making the people acquainted with his tech- 
nical ideas and with the grandeur of his 
music. It has been a stubborn conquest, 
however. While all his works have been 
heard in Germany, it was only the other 
day that Lohengrin“ and ‘‘ Tannhauser” 
were first heard in England, while in our 
own country we only know these two operas 
through very imperfect performances, which 
have failed to do justice to them, and have 
only given hearers their baro outlines. The 
ground has been broken, however, for the 
future harvest, which will be a fruitful one 
should the performances at Baireuth prove 
successful. 

The preparations for this success have 
been made upon a colossal scale, and noth- 
ing has been left undone that would give 
the fullest opportunities for his grand ex- 
periment. He himself chose that grandest 
of epics, the Nibelungen Lied, with its 
dwarfs and gnomes, its giants and goblins, 
its gods and demigods, its Titanic battles, 
exalted passions, and heroic loves, as the sub- 
ject of his work.

EARL DISRAELI.

Whether he possesses the strategic 
skill and executive ability, however, 
that characterized Drsrarii remains to be 
seen. He comes to the front at a very im- 
portant time, when the relations between 
England and the Continental Powers are very 
delicate, and a slight mistake may defeat the 
Conservatives and place the Liberals in pow- 
er. Heretofore Drsraxzxi has refused all dig- 
nities and titles, although he consented that 
his wife should accept the title of Viscount- 
ess of Beaconsfield. The House of Lords, 
however, is the conventional asylum for de- 
cayed statesmen, and in accepting the Peer- 
age as the Earl of Beaconsfield he only fol- 
lowed illustrious precedents, which he could 
do without any loss of self-respect. He will 
spend the remainder of his days in this asy- 
lum, but, let us hope, the world may yet 
hear from him. His intellectual faculties 
are still undimmed. It is comparatively but 
a short time since he wrote Lothair.” Old 
men retiring from active business often re- 
sume the lighter labors of early youth.

BLUFORD WILSON’S TESTIMONY. 
Maj. Bivurorp Wuson, ex-Solicitor of 


the Treasury, was summoned to Washington 
a short time since by a Committee of the 
House of Representatives as a witness in a 
pending investigation. He obeyed the sub- 
poona of the House, and answered the ques- 
tions put to him. His testimony was de- 
livered in a straightforward manner, and was 
supported in the most important particulars 
by documentary evidence. As to other 
particulars, where no documentary evidence 
existed, his testimony has been con- 
tradicted by A. P. Turroy, Horace Por- 
TER, and one or two others. It has been 
substantiated in general by Etmer Wasz- 
purN, Col. A. C. Marrnuews, and Judge 
Banos. It cannot be said that his testimony 
has been impeached in any particular, al- 
though upon two or three points conflicting 
testimony has been offered. 

It has been alleged by one or two witness- 
es that Maj. WIIsox urged the indictment 
of Gen. Locan and C. B. Farwetu for par- 
ticipation in whisky frauds, without evi- 
dence, alleging that the evidence would be 
procured after indictment. This statement 
Maj.

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 14.—The President 
threw the House into a great state of excite- 
ment this afternoon by his message announcing 
the signature of the River and Harbor bill. In 
accordance with the determination announced 
through Tae Trrsuns last week, he signed this 
‘pill, but informed the House that he would not 
have done so had the expenditure of the money 
been obligatory upon him.

Among 
the reasons given for this was the abolition 
of the office of Supervisor of Internal 
Revenue, and the reduction of the appropria- 
tions for collecting the revenue, which he 
thought might reduce the income of the Gov- 
ernment.

Lf it was obligatory upon 
the Executive to expend all the money appropri- 
ated by Congress, Ishould return the River and 
Harbor bill with my objectione, notwithstanding 
the great inconvenience to public interests result- 
ing 1 — and the loss of expenditures from 
the previous Congress upon incompleted works. 
Without enumerating, many appropriations 
are made for work of purely a private or 
local interest, in no sense national. I cannot give 
my sanction to these, and will take care that dur- 
ing my term of office no public money shail be ex- 
pended them. Thereis very great necessity for 
economy of expenditures at this time, growing out 
of the loss of revenue likely to arise from a defi- 
ciency of appropriations to insure a thorough col- 
lection of the same. The reduction of revenue 
districts, diminution of special agents, and total

It will be re- 
membered that Saturday afternoon the rumor was 
started that several bins of wheat had been found 
hot, and refused by a shipper, and on the strength 
of that, and stories of failure in New York, the 
price of wheat was depressed, though it was after 
hours, and every member of the Board of Trade 
buying or selling then is Hable to be disciplined. 
Later it was stated that only one bin was found to 
be out of condition, and yesterday the shipper of 
the cargo stated that he did not object toa single 
bin, either because it was hot or for any other rea- 
son. So the decline of Saturday afternoon seems to 
have been without foundation. Yesterday another 
story was started, to the effect that there are mag- 
gots in the wheat, which seems to be equally des- 
titute of warrant with the other. 

The only way to stop this continued misrepre- 
sentation is to begin to deal in the new wheat, 
which is of good quality, and will soon come in 
freely, if the people in the country find there is a 
market for it. If the new wheat were made the 
subject of future trading, the old would soon be 
‘*relegated to the Congressional distriets, as 
Andy Johnson expressed it, and would be moved 
out by shippers at what it is worth for consuming 
purposes. It would very soon find its level and 
be shipped at that level; whereas the tendency of 
high premiums for carrying is to keep it here. 

A gentleman just returned from a trip to En- 
gland and Ireland reports that the wheat crop is 
late there, with, a smaller average, but a fair 
yield. The hay and oats are light and unusually 
poor. He says that the phrase Green Isle,“ as 
applied to Ireland, is a misnomer this year, most 
of the fields wearing a sickly aspect which is sug- 
gestive of anything but good crops, 

THE MARKBETS. 

The leading produce markets were generally 
easier yesterday, but steady, and even firm, after 
the early decline, though the trading all round 
seemed to be chiefly local, with not much doing 
for shipment, The Weather here was hot, and in 
England ‘‘brilliant,” and our receipts of corn 
were large. while the incoming volume of other 
grain was small, except rye. 

The general characteristics of the dry-goods 
market were essentially the same as noted from 
day to day fora month past. As yet the improve- 
ment in trade is scarcely noticeable, and the-tenor 
of prices remains unchanged. Groceries met with 
a fair demand, and all the leading staple articles 
again showed positive strength. Prices of dried 
fruits were nominally unchanged. There 
were very little trade either in foreign 
or domestic varieties. The flsh trade was 
quiet owing to inadequate supplies, the 
stocks of whitefish alone being ample. Lower 
quotations for whitefish were given, viz. : $3.90@ 
4.00 for No. 1, and 83. 75 %. 85 for No. 2. But- 
ter continues in active demand, and remains firm 
as previously quoted. Cheese was easier than dur - 
ing last week, though not to the extent that a 
change in quotations is necessary. There was 6 
fair trade in leather at firm prices. Grain-bags 
continue active, and begin to showan advancing 
tendency. No changes were apparent in coal, 
wood, paints, and oils. 

The wholesale lumber market was moderately 
active and steady. Only a portion ef the fleet ar- 
rived, and the offerings were chiefly made up of 
common lumber. Prices were steady. The retail 
demand is improving, and there is less disposition 
to cut prices, especially for the upper grades, the 
receipts of which continue light. Building 
materials were quiet and easy, excepting com- 
mon bricks, which are steadier, owing to di- 
minished production. The tron market was un- 
settled, the manufacturers since the repeal of their 
agreement having entered into an active competi- 
tion among themselves for trade. Wool was 
steady. Hides were quoted unchanged, though 
weak in the Eastern markets, owing to large ar- 
rivals of foreign hides. Timothy seed was quite 
active, and lower under large receipts. Old hay 
continues slow, and very little is offered. Occa- 
sionally there is an order for it, But consumers are 
generally using loose new hay. Poultry and eggs 
were unchanged. Green fruits were in large sup- 
ply, as usual, and éasier. 

Lake freights were dull, with no perceptible 
change in rates, at 5½ for wheat to Kingston and 
1%c for corn to Buffalo. Rail freights were quiet, 
without change in quotations, agents asking 20c to 
New York, 18c to Philadelphia, 17\%c to Balti- 
more, and 20c to Boston, per 100 De, and being 
willing to take considerably less. Through rates 
by lake and rail were quoted at 9c for corn and 
9%c for Wheat to New York, and 100 on corn to 
New England points. Freight engagements were 
reported for 18,600 bu wheat and 183, 000 bu corn.

Method in Which Special Assessments 
Ar Collected. 

The consideration of the tax cases was re- 
sumed yesterday in the County Court before 
Judge Wallace. The special assessment cases 
for the South Park, fourth installment, which 
have been reserved, were all decided in favor of 
the Commissioners, the assessments sustained, 
and an order for the sale of the lands entered 
by the Court. 


CITY PROPERTY. 

The Lincoln Park special assessment, made in 
the Town of North Chicago, first installment, 
was next called, Mr. Skinner, of Goudy, 
Chandler & Skinner, appearing for the Commis- 
sioners. The case of a number of city lots as- 
sessed for the park was presented. Mr. Adams, 
who appeared for the city, objected that, though 
it might be necessary to make the assessment, 
there could be no land sold for the 
assessment if it was city property; 
that the city might be required to 
pay the proportion that it was benefited, by 
mandamus or some other remedy, but that the 
lands could not be sold in that method or any 
method withouta vote of two-thirds of the 
Aldermen elected to the City Council. He cited 
the case of Taylor vs. Reed, in which the tank 
lot, on which the city buildings now stand, had 
been sold on a special assessment to Mr. For- 
sythe and assighed to Mr. Reed, and Mr. Reed 
attempted to compel the redemption of it, and 
the Supreme Court held that while it might be 
necessary to assess it, the Council, or the 
officers of the city, or any other authority in 
the State, had no power to cause the disposition 
of the lot, and the divestiture of the city’s 
title by neglect or deliberate willfalncss, and 
that the only way that the property can be di- 
vested by the city was in the special manner 
designated by the charter. 

Tue objection was sustained as to the school 
lots, school buildings, County Court building 
and Jall, and engine houses throughout the 
North Town.

they shall assess the value of the lands to be 
taken, and shall make a report to a court of 
record, and petition for the condemnation of 
the lands. A summons shall be isgucd to the 
parties interested in the lands, and a verdict of a 
jury taken determining the value to be paid for 
the lands by the Park Commissioners; and the 
title to the lands purchased or condemned shall 
rest in the Commissioners in trust for the use 
of the towns under their original charters or 
authority as a Board of Park Commissioners. 
Afterwards a special assessment may be made 
by the Supervisors and Assessors of the several 
towns on all lands within the corporate limits 
ofthe town benefited by the improvement or 
enlargement of the park for the cost 
and expeuses incident to the taking of the 
lands for park urposes. A report of 
the assessment shall be returned to the Circuit 
Court; the Commissioners shall give notice, 
prosecute the case, and the Court shall deter- 
mine it as may seem just. After the confirma- 
tion the Clerk of the Court shall issue and 
transmit to the County Court a copy of the 
judgment of the Circuit Court, a statement of 
the lists of the lands, the interest due, and the 
installments due. He shall transmit this also 
to the Collector of the town, and the Collector 
shall make collection and return this, which 
shall be his warraut, to the County Treasurer, 
who shall turn tt over to the 
County Collector, who shall proceed 
to obtain judgment the same as for 
other taxes. All moneys collected by any of 
these Collectors are to be paid over to the 
Treasurer of the Park Commissioners. So that 
the only proceedings of the Assessor and 
Supervisor of the tuwn seem to be to set the 
ball in motion. After that the whole affair is 
managed and the money is received by the 
Board of Park Commissioners. 

IT IS CLAIMED TO BE TITE THEORY 
of the South Park cases which the Supreme 
Court has decided from the June term of 1867 
down to those decided in June, 1876, that where 
an improvement was to be made in two towns 
in which the corporate authorities of either town 
could not properly be vested with power to make 
it, the Legislature might, With the consent of 
the people of the locai district, establish those 
two towns into a district having all the charac- 
teristics of atown, for the purpose of such 
local improvements, but that, unlees there was 
such consent of the people of the two towns 
that might be united into such district, there 
could be no new Oorporution established, and 
the persons named as Commissioners, or 
Trustecs, or officers could net be corporate au- 
thorities of either of the towns or of the new 
district so formed; but, if not the corporate 
authorities of towns, yillages, or cities, they 
could not be vested with any power whatever to 


make assessments. It is claimed also 
that, in the Lincoln Park assessment, 
those who framed the amendatory § acts 


did precisely as those who amended bill 300: 
They neglected to observe the hints of the Su- 
preme Court, which have been stated about as 
strongly as language would euable it to be done 
without stating that that was the only possible 
method. 

To-day the objections to the West Division 
street assessmeut will be made, the question 
bemg whether the city authorities can turn over 
a street to the Park Commissioners‘to be un- 
proved aud controlled by them.

grade. They complain that the * houses are vir- 
tually made unrentable and unpleasant to live 
in, and as the city is required either 
to raise them or pay damages, the citizens 
depending upon the rent of their houses for a 
living ; that immediate action be taken.

Nijni-Novgorod. 
London Times. 

The great Russian fair, which sixty — 
since was transferred to Nijni-Novgorod from 
its ancient locality in the meadows near the 
monastery of Macarieva, opens on the 25th of 
June (old style), and comes to a close early tu 
September. Mr. Doria, Secretary of tne British 
Embassy at St. Petersburg, reports that it is 
calculated that 1,000,000 persons visited the fair 
last year, and about 150,000 of them were resi- 
dent at a time, for a longer or shorter period, 
during the fair. The value of the merchadise 
actually sold at the fair has risen from 49,000,000 
roubles in 1847 to 165,000,000 in 1874. Inthe 
last-named year upwardso 6,000 — were let. 
The site, at the confluence of the Rivers Oka 
and Volga, is unrivaled in the whole 
Empire for water communication. Between 
the immense market-halls and the moats which 
surrounds them is the celebrated subterranean 
gallery, washed by the waters from Lake Mest- 
cherski, which, rushing with great impetus into 
the gallery, cleamses it thoroughly, neg doe. 
away ail rubbish into the River Oka, whose 
level is 6 yards lower than that of the lake. 
The wholesale trade in iron, in different forms, 
amounted at the fair in 1874 to 5,557,800 poods 
of 36 pounds each, sold for 15,955,000 roubles, 
equal, at d., to £2,193,812. Tea of the value 
of upwards of 10,000,000 roubles was also sold. 
Along the banks of the lake enormous 
pyramids of chests of tea are hea upon 
the ground, covered only with matting made 
from the inner bark of the birch tree. These 
chests of tea, called “‘tsibiki,” are so packed 
as to be impervious to rain or damp. 
Outside tbe ordinary wooden chest is a 
covering of wicker-work or cane of bamboo 
round which, at Kiakhta, raw bull-hides are 
tightly stretched, with the hair inwards. These 
chests arrive at Nijni from China, having been 
received in barter, at Kiakhta or Maimatchin, on 
the Chinese border of Russia, for Russian manu- 
factures of cotton or wool; the transport then 
being on the backs of camels to Orenbourg, and 
then in rude carts to the Rivers Kamma and 
Volga. It is these “ teibiki” which contain 
that peculiar Kiakhta, Balkhoff tea, whose taste 
and aroma are unequaled by any other kind of 
tea imported into Europe from China. But 
Kiakhta tea now encounters a formidable rival 
in the tea imported through the Suez Canal and 
Odessa, as wellas from England, and which 
bears the name of Canton tea. Large sales are 
mace of corn and of leather at the fair, of 
fruits from Persia, of madder and wine from the 
— and of cotton And skins from Bok- 

ara. 


The French Army. 
A German officer, who has visited all thep rin- 


cipal military stations of France, gives a very 


favorable account in the Cologne Gazette of the 
military prospects of the country. The writer 
says that the progress since last yearin all 
branches of the service is very great. The want 
of an efficient reserve is being rapidly and com- 
pletely supplied, numbers of half-pay officers 
volunteering for territorial service. The phy- 
sique of the men is admirable, and there is not 
the slightest difficulty in obtaining recruits. all 
political parties being agreed to the necessity of 
this reserve force. The clergy use all their in- 
fluence in support of this institution, which 
they regard as the future champion of the 
Chueh. The priests in France do more to in- 
duce the people to perform their military du- 
ties than can be done by all the magistrates 
and gendarmes in Prussia.” Inthe regular army 
the mostimportant reform introduced by the pres- 
ent Minister of War is the removal of inefficient 
officers and the thorough training of caJets, for 
which large schools have been formed, which, 
by 1880, will yield a sufficient supply of officers 
for the whole army. In Frahce, as well As 
Germany, great difficulty ia experienced in re- 
taining good non-commissioned officers. For- 
merly many served additional terms as substi- 
tutes, realizing little fortunes during twenty or 
twenty-five years’ service; now very few remain 
longer than they are compelled to, as the great 
industrial revival of France offers better pros- 
pects in civil life. Drills are frequent and ardu- 
ous, Maneuvering is taught on la scales, 
and the =i kept in constant movement. In 
a few years France will have 606 batteries of 
infantry ready for the field, and a reserve of 143 
regiments forming the territorial army. Bar- 
racks are healthy and spacious, the men get two 
excellent hot meals daily, and have better boots 
aud more comfortable clothing than the German 
soldier. The French field artillery has 2,508 
guns, while Austria has only 1,152; Russia 
2.304; Germany, 1,656. The weakest point ol 
the French army is the cavalry.
